voluntarily resides or carries on business or 
personally works for gain and that another 
copy of the summons be affixed at some 
conspicuous part of the building in respect 
whereof the application under section 13-A 
has been made. 

(b) When an acknowledgement purporting to be 
signed by the tenant or his agent is received 
by the Controller or the registered article 
containing the summons is received back 
with an endorsement purporting to have 
been made by a pos'al employee to the effect 
that the tenant or his agent has relused to 
take delivery of the registered aiticle and 
an endorsement is made by a process server 
to the effect that copy of the summons has 
been affixed as directed by the Controller on 
a conspicuous part of the building and the 
controller after such enquiry as he deems 
fit, is satisfied about the correctness of The 
endorsement, he may declare that there has 
been a valid service of the summons on the 
tenant, 

(4) The tenant on whom the service of sum¬ 
mons has been declared to have been validly 
m fl de under sub-section (3), shall have no 
right to contest the prayer for eviction from 
tnc rcsiden ial building or scheduled build¬ 
ing, as the case may, unless he ffies an 
affidavit stating the grounds on which he 
seeks to contest the application for eviction 
and obtains leave from the Controller os 
hereinafter provided, and in default of his 
appearance in pursuance of the summons or 
his obtaining such leave, the statement made 
by the specified landlord or, as the case may 
be, the widow, widower, child, grandchild 
or the widowed daughter-in-law of such 
specified landlord in the appficatibn for 
eviction shall be deemed to be admitted by 
the tenant and the annlicant shall be entitled 
to an order for exiction of the tenant. 

(5) The Controller may give to the tenant leave 
to contest the armfiention if the affidavit filed 
by the tenant discloses such facts as woidd 
disentitle the specified landlord or, as the 
case may be, the w^dow, widower, child, 
grandchild or widowed daughter-in-law of 
such s^oified landlord from obtaining an 
order for the recovery of possession of the 
residential building or scheduled building, 
as the case may be, under section 13-A. 

(6) Where leave is grafted to the tenant to 
contest the application, the Controller shall 
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commence the hearing on a date not later 
than one month from the date on which 
the leave is granted to the tenant to con¬ 
test and shall hear the aplication from day 
to day till the hearing is concluded and 
application decided.

(7) Notwithstanding anything contained in this 
Act, the Controller shall while holding an 
inquiry in a proceeding to which this section 
applies including the recording of evidence, 
follow the practice and procedure of a Court 
of Small Causes. 

(8) No appeal or second appeal shall lie against 
an order for the recovery of possession of 
any residential building or scheduled build¬ 
ing made by the Controller in accordance 
with the procedure specified in this section : 

Provided that the High Court may, for 
the purpose of satisfying itself that an order 
made by the Controller under this section 
is according to law, call for the records of 
the case and pass such order in respect 
thereto as it thinks fit. 

(9) Save as otherwise provided in this section 
the procedure for the disposal of an appli¬ 
cation for eviction under section 13-A shall 
be the same as the procedure for the dis¬ 
posal Of applications by the Controller.

6. Amendment of Section 19 of Punjab Act 3 of 
1949.—In the principal Act, in section 19, after sub¬ 
section (2), the following sub-section shall be inserted 
namely :— 

“(2-A) The specified landlord or thd widow 
widower, child, grand child or widowed 
daughter-in-law of such landlord, as the 
case may be, who having evicted a tenant 
from a residential building or a scheduled 
burding in pursuance of an order made 
under section 13 : A does not occupy it for 
a continuous period of three months from 


sonment tor a term which may extend to 
six months or with fine which may extend 
to one thousand rupees or both.” 

7. Addition of schedule II in Punjab Act 3 of 
1949.—In the principal Act, the .existing Schedule 
shall be numbered as Scehdule I and after Schedule I 
as so numbered, the following Schedule shall be 
added, namely :—

applicant will be entitled at any time after the expiry 
of the said period of fifteen days to obtain an order 
for your eviction from the said residential building 
or scheduled building. 

Leave to appear and contest the application may 
be obtained on an application to the Controller suppor¬ 
ted by an affidavit as is referred to in sub-section (5) 
of section 18-A of the said Act.
